The 1987 Australian Personal Computer Buyers Guides to Hardware and 
Software have been compiled in response to the many requests received 
daily at the offices of Australian Personal Computer magazine for basic 
information about a large number of products and services. This Guide is 
devoted to an overview of equipment, accessories and related services 
available to the microcomputer user. Also included in this Guide is a 
separate section on Communications. The companion directory, The 
Buyers Guide to Software, is concerned with software and related services. 


Whether you are a microcomputer user 
in a small business or large corpora¬ 
tion, or indeed a complete beginner, 
the Guides will provide you with a com¬ 
prehensive overview of the vast num¬ 
ber of computers, peripherals, software 
and services available today in 
Australia, 

The task of choosing new equipment 
or software is a daunting one, not 
helped by the facts that the choice is 
so large and developments happen so 
quickly. Will the computer you bought 
last year be hopelessly out of date by 
next Christmas? On the other hand, 
just what enhancements are available 
of which you are not aware and which 
could expand the capacity of your cur¬ 
rent system? Many more than you 
thought, that’s for sure. 

These Guides are devised to help 
you with your research. It would be im¬ 
possible to list everything on the 
market and the information given here 
is by no means the final word — you 
will need much more information than 
that. But in one, neat package they 
conveniently provide concise, neces¬ 
sary information about a great deal of 
products. They will give you a very 
good idea of what is available and of 
what you can immediately eliminate 
from your list to save yourself a great 
deal of time. 

The information provided here is 
based on that given by product or ser¬ 
vice suppliers and every attempt has 
been made to ensure that it is as ac¬ 
curate as possible, it consists of the 


main configuration requirements and a 
short description of the features of a 
product. The separate chapter introduc¬ 
tions explain more about this. Where 
any information is missing, it was not 
supplied. 

We have tried wherever possible to 
list the name of the main Australian 
supplier or distributor. Sometimes there 
are a number of different distributors 
who may, for example, import in¬ 
dividually from an overseas supplier. In 
these instances we have listed the 
names of those distributors we know of 
and with whom we have made contact. 
Most of the suppliers listed have been 
contacted, or have contacted us, by 
telephone or in writing. Only in a few in¬ 
stances have we listed products or ser¬ 
vices when we could not get in contact 
with the main distributor. Generally 
these products are of the sort available 
at a large number of outlets. Other¬ 
wise, we worked on the basis that if it 
was very difficult for us to make con¬ 
tact, it might be difficult for you. 
However, putting together a list of 
everything available is an almost impos¬ 
sible task, and the absence of a 
product or service from these listings 
does not constitute an indictment by us. 

Listings are by product name, al¬ 
phabetically, in product categories. 
We have attempted to categorise 
products and services in the most 
convenient way possible for you as 
the potential purchaser. In some 
areas where it is difficult to 
categorise, the introductions to chap¬ 


ters will suggest alternative 
categories you should consult. 

Prices were provided by the suppliers 
we contacted but are naturally subject 
to variation. Market observers an¬ 
ticipate, for instance, that the launch of 
the new IBM products a few weeks 
ago will greatly reduce the prices of ex¬ 
isting PC/XT/AT clones during the next 
few months. 

The editorial introduction which fol¬ 
lows gives a brief guideline on what to 
look for when buying computer equip¬ 
ment, some of the pitfalls to avoid and 
a look at what the near future may 
bring. We have taken the relative begin¬ 
ner into account in this section. But the 
Guides are really for everyone inter¬ 
ested in buying something in this 
market. 

At the back of this Guide you will find 
alphabetical lists of suppliers with, 
where provided, interstate offices or dis¬ 
tributors. It was not possible to list 
every dealer of every product but sup¬ 
pliers are aware that you will be requir¬ 
ing more information. If you telephone 
or write, they will direct you to your 
nearest dealer. 

For those of you who know what you 
are looking for, there is also an easy 
reference index of products which will 
direct you straight to the correct page 
number for more information, if you 
cannot find the exact product you want 
here, you are bound to find some alter¬ 
natives. Also, Australian Personal Com¬ 
puter magazine will be publishing 
regular updates. So keep in touch.

Where to start

So, you want to buy a computer. Your 
business has been getting along just 
fine using pen, paper and filing 
cabinet, but times are changing, and 
everywhere you go there seems to be 
a green screen and keyboard. The 
trouble is, it’s such a confusing market. 
There are so many computers and 
programs and printers and peripherals 
and people that you just don’t know 
where to turn. 

Or, maybe you’ve already got a com¬ 
puter, but it’s a few years old, and tech¬ 
nology has marched on since you 
bought it. Maybe it could be used for 
more than the accounts and word 
processing. That rival salesman had 
some pretty snappy graphics pieces 
that he said he had done on his com¬ 
puter, and the boss has asked you to 
check out laser printers. Again, there 
don’t seem to be any simple solutions. 

Well, you’ve done the right thing, 
reading this far. This is a directory of 
most of the available computers, 
peripherals and accessories on the 
Australian market today. Combine this 
with the companion directory, devoted 
to software, and you’ll be in a position 
to make your next buying decision 
without having to sit through the 
presentations of a dozen salesmen, 
get totally confused by colourful ads, or 
take a punt and hope for the best. 

This first article is devoted to the ac¬ 
tual computer, the heart of a system. 
We aren’t going to assume that you 
know what I/O means, or can count in 
hexadecimal. But, by the end, you 
should know what type of computer 
you want, what is meant by an Operat¬ 
ing System, and the difference be¬ 
tween ROM and RAM. And, if you al¬ 
ready know the computer ABC, you 
might get a bit of an update in the tech¬ 
nology of 1987. 

Those of you who want to add a bit 
extra to an existing computer should 
turn to the following article. It describes 
the various accessories and 
peripherals that are available, and will 
certainly give you some ideas about im¬ 
proving your computer’s performance.

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INTRODUCTION 


The growth in the use of computers 
has caught even the most optimistic 
pundits by suprise. The first inventors 
of these electronic calculating 
machines predicted a worldwide 
market of about a dozen computers. 
Now you can find a dozen computers 
in just one small business. 

More and more office and factory 
workers are having to come to terms 
with glowing screens and the concept 
of a program. Those who aren’t learn¬ 
ing about computers are in danger of 
becoming as disadvantaged in the 
workforce as those who can’t read or 
write. 

The only way to get to know about 
computers is to use them, to become 
part of the information revolution. But, 
to do that from scratch can seem like 
having to learn to fly the space shuttle. 

A computer, like a motor car, is a 
means of getting from A to B. It is tool 
to get a job done. However, with 
hundreds of computers to choose from, 
thousands of accessories and 
peripherals, and as many people keen 
to sell you their particular products, it is 
easy to get confused. Yet, despite the 
differences in specifications, prices and 
features, all computers can do basical¬ 
ly the same tasks. 

If you are completely new to the com¬ 
puter scene, take the time to read the 
section, ‘What is a Computer’. And, if 
you come across any terms you are un¬ 
familiar with, refer to the dictionary of 
computer terms printed elsewhere in 
this directory. 

The easiest thing about buying a com¬ 
puter is deciding you want one. The 
hardest thing is deciding what you are 
going to use it for. If you can’t frame 
an answer to that question, you are un¬ 
likely to end up with the ideal system 
for your requirements. 

Uses 

The business functions that computers 
can perform fall into a number of clear¬ 
ly defined categories, and each of 
these categories dictates the shape of 
a system. 

For word processing or desktop 
publishing, the primary hardware re¬ 
quirements are a good keyboard, for 
easy entry of text, and a printer, for 
hard copy output. For database applica¬ 
tions, the main requirement is storage 
of data, meaning high capacity disk 
drives and plenty of internal memory is 
essential. 

For financial applications and number 
crunching, often the most important 
thing is a computer that is able to 
operate quickly. For graphic and 


design purposes, the quality of the 
VDU output is essential, coupled with a 
high quality printer. 

For office automation purposes, the 
ability to send data between different 
machines is critical. Computers for this 
type of environment need to be able to 
be joined together, or networked, with 
a minimum of fuss, and need to be 
able to access central data stores. 

Clearly, there is no one computer that 
is ideal for everything. If there was, 
there would not be the choice of com¬ 
puters there is. So, the most important 
step in buying a computer is to list the 
things it will be used for. Write down 
what you want to do with your com¬ 


puter, who is going to be using it, and 
then start looking at software. 

Software first 

Perhaps the most valuabie advice to a 
computer buyer is to purchase the 
software first. Every computer has 
word processing, number crunching 
and database applications available for 
it. However, the quality and features of 
these programs vary considerably, and 
it is important that you get a computer 
that is going to run the applications 
that will do the job you want. If you 
haven’t already bought the ARC 
Buyers Guide to Software, do so, now. 


What is a computer? 


All computers are built around a microchip called the Central Processing Unit 
(CPU) or microprocessor. This is the heart of the computer, and it is what does 
the actual computing. It manipulates digital data, adding together numbers at in¬ 
credible speeds in its computations. An internal clock synchronises the flow of 
data through the computer circuits, In addition, other microprocessors handle 
the display of data on screens and the gathering of data from the keyboard or 
other external sources. 

Ultimately, all data in a computer is reduced to a stream of ones and zeroes, 
which can be interpreted by the computer as on or off states for the tens of 
thousands of miniature transistors that make up a microprocessor. This simple 
on/off principle is the theory on which a computer is built. 

The smallest unit of data is a bit, represented as either one or zero. 
Microprocessors are constructed to deal with data in chunks of bits. Eight bits 
of data are known as a byte, and microprocessors are able to deal with eight, 
16 or 32 bits of data at a time, hence the distinction between eight, 16 and 32 
bit microprocessors. Data is fed along an electrical pathway called a bus, and 
this can transmit either eight. 16 or 32 bits of data at a time. 

Data that is not being manipulated by the microprocessor is stored in 
memory. There are two types of memory. Random Access Memory, or RAM, is 
memory which is constantly in a state of flux, as computations are performed. 
The larger the RAM, the more data the computer can have instant access to. 

Random Access Memory, or RAM is measured in a unit called the Kilobyte, 
abbreviated to K. Because of the binary nature of computers, one kilobyte of 
RAM equals 1,024 bytes of data, or about 1,000 characters. Some computers, 
particularly the budget models, may not have enough RAM. Why? The Operat¬ 
ing System, supplied on disk, must be loaded into RAM, so using up a portion 
of it. What’s left over is available for applications to run in. 

Read Only Memory, or ROM, is memory that has data permanently stored in 
it. The data can be read, but not alter^. ROM is where the code that the 
program which runs the microprocessor resides. 

The Operating System is a collection of programs that let other programs or 
applications run on the computer, by handling files, directories and the like. Dif¬ 
ferent computers have different operating systems, and programs written to run 
on a particular computer have to be compatible with the Operating System resi¬ 
dent on that computer. 

Programs can be keyed in to a computer, but they are usually stored on mag¬ 
netic tape or disk. The computer reads the data for the program and then runs 
it, 

New data is entered at the keyboard, with a monitor, or Visual Display Unit 
(VDU) displaying what is typed in, and output from the computer in response. 

The other major component of a computer system is a printer, giving printed 
copy of a program’s output. But, as you'll discover, there is far more to a com¬ 
puter system than these few parts.

Unless you have a very specific re¬ 
quirement, such as wanting to run a 
pig farm management system, you’ll 
probably find that a range of different 
applications for a range of different 
computers will meet your needs. 
However, you should be able to 
eliminate a number of possible com¬ 
puter types or brands. For instance, a 
battery powered laptop computer with 
a liquid crystal display is not suitable 
for working on computer aided design 
applications. 

Having found the software you want 
to run, and eliminated some machines, 
the next step on the purchase path is 
to try and work out what your future 
system requirements will be. You have 
to make sure that you don’t waste 
money buying a machine that is too 
sophisticated for your future needs, or 
buy one that will not be powerful 
enough. 

The beauty of most computers is that 
they can be expanded. However, you 
need to strike a balance between blow¬ 
ing your budget on something you wil 
never use to its full capacity, and 
buying something you will grow out of 
in 12 months time. 

So, if you plan to use your computer 
primarily to compile a database, con¬ 
sider the eventual amount of data you 
may want to store. A detailed database 
of personnel in a medium-sized com¬ 
pany may only need a modest amount 
of memory, and if the company trebles 
in size, you don’t want to find yourself 
in the situation where because of the 
amount of data stored, it takes a week 
to find the file you need. 


For financial calculations and 
database manipulation, the speed of 
the microprocessor can be important, if 
you construct a large spreadsheet, and 
change a few figures, it can be very 
frustrating having time to read the 
paper before the spreadsheet is up¬ 
dated. Equally frustrating can be a 
database shared by a number of net¬ 
worked micros that seems to take 
forever to find a particular record. 

Then there’s the mistake of buying a 
computer with too little expansion 
potential. If you want to run a printer, a 
modem, link into a network, have exter¬ 
nal disk storage and connect an optical 
character recognition device, you may 
find your chosen micro hasn’t enough

ports to accommodate all the 
peripherals. Go through the peripherals 
section and list the devices you might 
want to add to your system in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Fortunately, the world of peripherals 
contains devices that can solve just 
about any problem you care to name. 
There are black boxes that allow two 
peripherals to share the same port. 


microprocessor upgrades to increase 
the speed of the computer, cards to in¬ 
crease internal memory and so on. 
However, if you have all you need 
when you start, you’ll save money in 
the long run. 

Types of computer 

Despite the plethora of computers, 
most fall into a number of well defined 
categories. 

For the beginner or one person busi¬ 
ness, there are home computers, such 
as the Commodore 64 and Apple Me. 
These machines are low cost, are the 
ones that have survived the turmoils of 
the home computer industry, and have 
plenty of software available. The disad¬ 
vantage of these computers is that 
they are generally slow, there is a limit 
to the amount of disk storage that can 
be added, and the applications lack the 
sophistication of those for the office 
computer. However, providing you are 
not wanting to do more than run a few 
simple applications, access information 
services such as Viatel and get to 
know a computer, the home computer 
can be a good starting place. 

There are a number of more recent 
machines that lie between the home 
and the office micro. Commodore’s 
Amiga and the Atari 520ST fall in this 
category. They have excellent sound 
and graphics capabilities, aren’t quite 
as expensive as an office micro, have 
plenty of expansion capability and are 
easy to use. However, the library of 
software available for them is limited 
and they cannot be used other than as

stand alone machines. For the small 
business, they may also be worth con¬ 
sidering. 

Most business computer buyers start 
by looking at what has become the 
standard office computer, a PC (Per¬ 
sonal Computer), a standard created 
by IBM. Before you do this though, 
consider the one player that has 
created an alternative standard. That 
player is Apple, and its office micro is 
the Macintosh. It is a machine that 
takes a totally different approach to the 
user, and this approach should at least 
be considered before you plump for a 
PC. If you like it, and the Macintosh 
meets software and expansion require¬ 
ments, you’ll save youself getting into 
the PC jungle. \ 

Most computers interact with the user 
textually. The user types in, say ‘DIR’, 
to get a directory of the files on a disk, 
‘DEL’ to delete a file, and the name of 
the file to open it. 

With the Macintosh, Apple tried to do 
away with this typing-orientated inter¬ 
face. It attached a device called a 
mouse (a hand held box with a ball in 
it) to the computer. The mouse, when 
moved on the desk, moved a cursor on 
the screen. Also new were the con¬ 
cepts of 'icons’ — pictures on the 


screen representing files, disks and 
programs — and menus. A menu was 
a list of commands that could be ac¬ 
tivated just by moving the cursor to it 
and clicking a button on the mouse. 

Suddenly, the user did not have to 
learn a command language in order to 
use the computer. Icons could be 
moved on the screen, files thrown into 
an on- screen rubbish bin, calculators 
and clocks displayed on the screen 
and so on. The term ‘user friendly inter¬ 
face’ was coined. 

A feature such as this has made the 
Macintosh very successful. Users, un¬ 
familiar with computers, have been 
quick to appreciate the Macintosh con¬ 
cept and the PC community has 
responded by developing similar inter¬ 
faces for PCs. 

operating systems 

The reason the Macintosh runs as it 
does is its unique Operating System. 
This not only provides the user inter¬ 
face, it also dictates what software can 
be run. 

In the early days of computers, every 
different machine seemed to have a dif¬ 
ferent Operating System. For the user, 
this meant that changing from one 


machine to another meant scrapping 
all the previous programs and learning 
a new command language. 

The first Operating System to be 
widely adopted was CP/M, or Control 
Program for Microprocessors. This 
Operating System was for eight-bit 
operating systems and was used by 
many home and office micros prior to 
the introduction of the IBM PC. 
Thousands of CP/M applications have 
been written, and there are still a fair 
number of laptop and luggable com¬ 
puters using it. CP/M is also found on 
several home computers, so expanding 
the choice of software available. 

With the first IBM PC, a new Operat¬ 
ing System was introduced. The IBM 
version is called PC-DOS, but on com¬ 
patibles, the equivalent Operating Sys¬ 
tem is called MS-DOS. MS-DOS is 
now virtually a de facto standard in the 
personal computer world, and an MS- 
DOS machine can draw on more ap¬ 
plications than any other. 

MS-DOS has evolved with the genera¬ 
tions of microprocessors. For the 
PC/XT and compatibles, the standard 
Operating System is now MS-DOS 2.2. 
For the PC/AT, the recently released 
MS-DOS 3.3 is set to become the 
standard operating system. Each

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generation of MS-DOS has enhanced 
commands, and is better able to take 
advantage of the architecture of the 
microprocessor. 

As yet, there is no agreed operating 
system for the 80386 machines, 
though many companies are working 
on contenders for the crown. Microsoft 
and IBM have collaborated on some¬ 
thing called Operating System/2, which 
will be seen next year, and this will 
probably become the standard. Com¬ 
paq has its own 80386 operating sys¬ 
tem, and there are other independent 
operating systems underdevelopment. 

There is one more operating system 
worthy of note, and it is becoming in¬ 
creasingly important in the world of net¬ 
worked PCs. Unix is its name. It is a 
product of the Bell Laboratory in the 
US. Unix is similar to MS-DOS in many 
of its commands, but it is very powerful 
in the ability to run multi- user applica¬ 
tions. In the PC environment, a deriva¬ 
tive of Unix, called Xenix, can he ob¬ 
tained as an operating system for the 
more powerful micros, and this gives 
access to a modest, but rapidly increas¬ 
ing, range of applications. 

Buying a particular computer usually 
ties you into a particular operating sys¬ 
tem. There are some PCs that can run 
both CP/M and MS-DOS applications. 
There are others that can run both MS- 
DOS and Unix applications. Your 
choice of Operating System deter¬ 
mines which applications you can run, 
and buying a computer with a 
proprietary Operating System (one writ¬ 
ten for one range of computers only) 
can restrict your choice of software con¬ 
siderably. Fortunately, there are few 
PCs that run anything but MS-DOS, 
and those that won’t run MS-DOS are 
generally sold very cheaply through 
classified ads. 

Because of the strength of the MS- 
DOS Operating System, the business 
computer scene is dominated by the 
IBM PC and the PC compatibles from 
virtually every computer manufacturer. 
A PC compatible is a micro that is func¬ 
tionally identical to the IBM PC, though 
not made by IBM. A compatible usually 
runs the same software, has the same 
keyboard, accepts the same 
peripherals and has the same Operat¬ 
ing System. There are variations to the 
pc theme, in areas such as keyboard, 
cpu speed and so on, but basically it is 
the operating system that is the com¬ 
mon element. 

The PC market is the safest entry 
point for anybody wanting to run busi¬ 
ness applications on a computer. PCs 
are able to draw on a list of tens of 
thousands of software packages. They 


can be linked together, and into 
mainframe computers. They can store 
massive amounts of data, accept a 
huge range of peripherals and have 
enormous expansion capability. 

Within the PC world, there are dif¬ 
ferent types of machines. Most PCs 
are built to sit by themselves on a 
desktop, with the microprocessor, disk 
drives and internal memory in one box, 
the monitor on top and a keyboard con¬ 
nected by a cable. 

For the user on the move, there are 
laptop and luggable PCs. Luggable 
PCs combine a monitor, disk drive, 
microprocessor and keyboard into a 
unit that is about the size of a portable 
sewing machine. Though still needing 
to be connected to the mains, the lug- 
gables can be moved from office to 
hotel to home quite easily. They run 
the same software as the office PC too. 

The laptop computer is even smaller 
— about the size of a small, manual 
typewriter. Many of these are battery 
powered, and can be used anywhere. 
They have screens that use either liq¬ 
uid crystal or gas plasma displays, and 
run software written for desktop PCs. 
There are even smaller laptops that 
have their own Operating Systems, 
and can be used by travelling 
salespeople or executives to write 
memos, do calculations or send mes¬ 
sages to the office. 

Though most PCs are designed to 
operate as stand alone devices, there 
is another type of PC — the multi-user 
PC. Some organizations, rather than 
buy a standalone PC for each desk, in¬ 
stall a multi-user PC. This has a num¬ 
ber of terminals linked to it, and users 
share the programs and peripherals of 
the central PC. It avoids the need to 
have several copies of a program, 
means that everyone can access the 
same files, and makes sending data be¬ 
tween users very simple indeed. 

Most PCs are sold as standalones, 
but it is wise to be aware of the other 
options in case they would be more 
suitable to your business. For a 
medium- sized business or depart¬ 
ment, multi-user machines in particular 
should be investigated. 

Fast chips 

PCs can also be categorized into the 
type of microprocessor they use. The 
microprocessor dictates the ultimate 
capacity and speed of the computer, 
so it is important to be aware of what 
the choices are, and to eliminate 
machines that have unsuitable CPUs. 

The first generation of PCs used an 
Intel 8088, or similar processor. This

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was an eight-bit processor, meaning 
that it handled data eight bits at a time. 
An 8088 processor is found in the 
base PC and PC/XT models. 

When IBM introduced the PC/AT, 
and the compatible makers followed 
suit, the microprocessor adopted was 
the Intel 80286. This is a 16-bit 
processor, so it can handle twice as 
much data at a time. It means ap¬ 
plications run faster, programs can be 
more sophisticated, and there can be 
more internal memory. 

In the last year, a new Intel proces¬ 
sor has come onto the scene, the 
80386. First seen in the Compaq 
Deskpro 386, it is able to process 
twice as much data at a time as the 
PC/XT, at faster speeds, and is ideal¬ 
ly suited for multi-user or multi-task¬ 
ing situations. Other pc makers have 
also introduced similar 80386 
machines, while IBM recently an¬ 
nounced its first 80386 micro, the Per¬ 
sonal System /2 Model 80. It came 
complete with a new operating sys¬ 
tem, OS/ 2 , which will offer similar fea¬ 
tures to the Compaq operating sys¬ 
tem. Multi-tasking is what we call the 
ability of a computer to run two or 
more programs simultaneously, so the 
user can switch from, say, a spread¬ 


sheet to a word processor at the 
press of a key. 

The amount of data a microprocessor 
can handle at one time is an important 
specification. So too is the operating 
speed of the chip. This is expressed in 
MegaHertz. An 8088 chip in an XT 
usually runs at 4.77 MHz, an 80286 at 
6 MHz. However, many manufacturers 
have been able to boost the speed of 
the microprocessor, up to 12 MHz for 
some AT-compatibles. This dramatical¬ 
ly increases the speed at which 
programs are run. However, it is worth 
noting that some software will only run 
at standard speeds. 

Having decided on the microproces¬ 
sor you need for your computing, the 
next specification to consider is internal 
memory. Too little is a recipe for 
frustration. 

Memory 

The minimal RAM you are likely to find 
on a personal computer is 128K. That 
may sound a fair bit, but once the 
Operating System is loaded, there’s 
not much left over for application. 
That’s why many applications need at 
least 256K, and often 512K to run. 
Software packaging shows how much 


RAM is needed, and if you’ve already 
chosen your software, you’ll know how 
much RAM is needed. 

Clearly, the more RAM a computer 
has, the bigger the applications it will 
be able to run. More RAM costs more 
money, but a typical PC will come with 
256K RAM as standard. 

Most computers allow the RAM to be 
expanded by the addition of more 
memory chips. There is a limit to the 
amount of memory that can be in¬ 
stalled, and that will be detailed in the 
specifications of the machine. If it goes 
to 640K, you can’t go far wrong. 

Manufacturers also like to specify the 
amount of Read Only Memory, or 
ROM, a computer has. ROM is used to 
store the BIOS, or Basic Input/Output 
System, of a computer. This is the 
code that gets the computer going and 
drives the microprocessor. Its size has 
little effect on what programs can run, 
but a large ROM can indicate that the 
computer has a better user interface, 
or more powerful self-diagnostics that 
are run on power-up. 

Every office computer will have one 
or more disk drives built-in. The stand¬ 
ard drive takes a 5 1/4 inch disk. But, 
to complicate matters, there are two 
types of 5 1/4 inch disk drives, holding

either 1.2MBytes or 360K of data each. 
On laptop computers, 3 1/2 inch disk 
drives are used, because of their 
smaller volume. They hold 360K or 
720K of data, depending on whether 
one or two sides of the disk is used for 
recording. 

A single disk drive is adequate, but 
two drives make life far easier. If you 
are copying disks with one drive, there 
will be plenty of disk swapping before 
the job is done. Unless you are on a 
really tight budget, go for two drives, 
and if the higher capacity 1.2MByte 
drives are available, get them. The 
more data a disk holds, the less disks 
you need. 

A hard disk provides mass storage, 
with units holding up to 40MBytes of 
data sold as standard on some PCs. 
Of course, a hard disk can always be 
added at a later stage, but it is a 
handy extra to have in the base PC. 

Talking to peripherals 

Two more areas of computer specifica¬ 
tions need to be understood before a 
shortlist of possibles is compiled. Both 
relate to system expansion. To talk to 
printers, modems, other computers and 
the like, computers need Input/Output 
ports. Most come with a parallel printer 
port, and many with an RS-232C serial 
port for other peripherals. 

A parallel port sends data down the 
wire a byte at a time, with the eight 
bits side by side. Most printers use a 
parallel interface, though serial models 
are available. A serial port is one that 
sends data one bit at a time, one after 


the other, and is essential for com¬ 
municating between the computer and 
the outside world. If these features 
aren’t provided, they can be added 
later, but that will cost money. 

To add devices such as hard disks, in¬ 
ternal modems, expansion cards and 
the like, computers need to have expan¬ 
sion slots. These are divided into full 
length and half-length slots, with some 
expansion cards and peripherals need¬ 
ing a full length slot. The number of 
each you’ll use depends on how big you 
want to make your system. It is a matter 
of deciding what you are likely to need 
in the future, and making sure what you 
buy now is able to cope with the future. 
Check out the peripherals listing to get 
an idea of the boards that are available. 

Making your choice 

We’re near the end of choosing your 
computer. The path we’ve followed has 
seen you decide on the software you 
need, which determines the Operating 
System of computer. You’ve examined 
the Apple route, and are still on the PC 
trail. You’ve settled on a standalone 
desktop PC, and know what CPU it 
must have, how much internal memory 
and what you need in the way of disk 
storage. You are aware of how many 
slots are needed, and whether you 
want serial and parallel ports as stand¬ 
ard, or extras. Now we come to the dif¬ 
ferences between particular machines. 
Here, it’s a case of try before you buy. 

Keyboards are fairly standard. The 
conventional PC/XT style keyboard has 
83 keys, including a numeric keypad. 


for easier entry of numerical data, and 
10 function keys that can be 
programmed to enter whole command 
lines with one stroke. 

An extended IBM keyboard has 102 
keys, with 12 function keys and 
separate keys to move the cursor. 
Compatible manufacturers have similar 
keyboards, with some having separate 
cursor control keys, slightly different 
locations for non-character keys and 
other minor differences. As many 
software packages come with 
templates for the keyboard, telling you 
what certain keys do, the closer the 
keyboard is to IBM’s design, the better. 

On the question of monitors, the type 
of applications you want to run will deter¬ 
mine whether you need colour or not. 
For graphics and computer aided 
design, colour is almost essential. 
There are a number of standards for 
colour monitors, and we’ll explore these 
in the next feature. But, check out the 
quality of the monitor, whether it is flick- 
ery, characters are clear, and it has con¬ 
trols for brightness and contrast. 

Examine the size of the computer. 
Some are larger than others, meaning 
less desk space for you. If the cables 
are long enough, you may be able to 
put the CPU box at the side of the 
desk. Also check for useful features 
such as reset buttons and keyboard 
locks.

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INTRODUCTION 


You’ll probably find that most will. The 
most common specification for a busi¬ 
ness computer would be a PC/XT or 
compatible with two disk drives, 256K 
RAM and serial and parallel ports. 
There are plenty of machines that 
meet those criteria. 

So, decide on your how much you 
can afford. Remember that a computer 
is only part of the system. You will 
probably want a printer, you’ll certainly 
want some disks and software, and a 
modem might come into consideration. 
Don’t spend ail your money on the PC. 

There is a well known saying: 
"Nobody ever got fired for buying an 
IBM". Certainly, IBM leads the field in 
sales, though many argue that other 
manufacturers offer better value and 
better performance. 

With IBM, you know that you’ll be 
able to run any MS-DOS software you 
want, use any peripheral you want, 
and get good service. The same can 
be said about most of the other well- 
known compatible makers too — NEC, 
Olivetti, Sperry, Hewlett-Packard, to 
name a few. 

There are many scare stories about 
compatibles, about software not run¬ 
ning, about suppliers going out of busi¬ 
ness, about machines breaking down. 


However, the compatible market is not 
as big as it is without reason. Most com¬ 
patibles will run just about anything you 
throw at them, are backed by sizable 
companies and compare very favourab¬ 
ly with tt compatibles will run just about 
anything you throw at them, are backed 
by sizable companies and compare very 
favourably with the IBM offering. 

There are exceptions. The NEC APC 
ill needs an add-on board called the 
SLE Card to run MS-DOS applications, 
Microsoft Flight Simulator won’t run on 
the new Apricot XENi, as it makes 
calls to IBM BIOS, some public domain 
software has similar problems with 
compatibles, and some old software 
written for the PC/XT cannot run on 
the PC/AT or compatibles. 

These cases are very few, and all 
compatibles will run the most popular 
PC applications such as Lotus 1-2-3, 
Multimate, dBase III and so on. if there 
is a particular piece of software you 
must have, ask to see it running on 
any machine you think you’ll buy. 

In fact, many compatible suppliers 
offer money back schemes if you find 
software or peripherals that won’t run 
on their machine. With that, and a six 
month guarantee, you can’t go far 
wrong. 


Summing up 


if your computer is to help your busi¬ 
ness, and you are new to computers, 
make sure you get the machine in¬ 
stalled by the supplier, or an agent. 
Get a service agreement too, so that if 
anything does break down or blow up, 
you’ll be able to get a repair or replace¬ 
ment to keep your system going. 

Buying a computer which is going 
to make your business more efficient 
is not the time to go trying to save a 
few dollars unnecessarily. Make sure 
you buy a computer that is going to 
run ail the software you need to use, 
has the capacity to cope with existing 
requirements and can be expanded 
to cope with your growing needs. Buy 
from a reputable dealer, one you can 
go to with problems, or engage a con¬ 
sultant to advise you. Take a course 
to teach you how to use the com¬ 
puter, if you haven’t got the time to 
study manuals. 

Do all that and you shouldn’t have 
any problems. Don’t get too bam¬ 
boozled by all the jargon. Treat buying 
a computer as if you were buying a 
car. Take a few test drives, check out 
the support, get the power you need, 
and go for it.

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INTRODUCTION 


Peripherals 

Buying a computer is oniy the first step in buiiding a 
computer system. To make it fiy, you need peripherais. 



The term ‘peripherals’ encompas¬ 
ses a range of products as long 
as your arm. Broadly, peripherals 
are anything that is added to the 
computer, whether internally or 
.externally. 

Depending on the computer 
you bought, you’ll probably al¬ 
ready have some peripherals. 
Most^^omputers are sold with a 
monitor, all have a keyboard, 
and there will be some form of 
disk storage fitted as standard. 
Maybe that’s enough for you, but 
you can bet your life that a few 
carefully selected peripherals will 
increase the usefulness of your 
computer dramatically. 

You may already have a com¬ 
puter system, with a printer and 
modem, but if you have followed 
the trade press closely, you will 
know that there are quite a few 
new gadgets out there that you 
could use to improve your com¬ 
puter system a great deal. 

That’s the purpose of the peripherals 
section of this directory. It lists most of 
the available peripherals and acces¬ 
sories, from cables to laser printers, 
with their prices and specifications. If 
you have a computing problem, there 
will undoubtedly be some peripheral to 
solve it. 

We are also listing user groups. These 
collections of enthusiasts are the people 
to talk to if you want some impartial, in¬ 
formed advice. User groups are formed 
by people, like you, who use computers 
in the real world. They know what’s pos¬ 
sible, what’s best and what’s happen¬ 
ing. They are sources of education, in¬ 
formation and assistance. If no-one un¬ 
derstands you and your computer, con¬ 
tact a user group. But, back to you and 
your computer system. The average of¬ 
fice computer is an MS-DOS micro with 
an 8088 processor, two 5 1/4 inch disk 
drives, 256K RAM, a monochrome 
monitor and a printer port. That’s the 
Model T of the computer world. 


But, with peripherals, this could be 
the scene: Picture an office with a 
dozen computers, linked together so 
that files and data can be sent freely 
between users. In addition, each com¬ 
puter could communicate with and 
use data from the company 
mainframe. The computers could also 
be used to send telexes anywhere in 
the world, to search databases on 
the other side of the globe and keep 
tabs on share price movements. One 
executive is using his micro to write 
and design a new sales brochure, to 
be printed out with typesetting quality. 
Another is at his PC, working on a 
sales presentation, consisting of 
colourful diagrams, to be presented in 
a computer-controlled slide show. A 
secretary is inputting government 
tender documents into the system, 
not by typing them in, but by feeding 
them through an optical character 
recognition device. The accountant is 
doing the latest figures, but speaking 
his commands to his computer. 


Another computer is being used 
remotely by a salesman, calling in from 
a customer’s office. In the corner, 
another salesman is looking through 
the product catalogue, read from a sil¬ 
ver compact disk. The product en¬ 
gineer is working on a new design, 
drawing onto the high resolution colour 
screen using a light pen. 

It is a far, far different world than the 
entry level PC, and all made possible 
by the use of peripherals. 

Deciding which peripherals to buy 
first is a matter of knowing your 
needs. For database applications, 
mass storage is more important than 
colour graphics. For desktop publish¬ 
ing, high quality printing is the prime 
requisite. For graphics, colour 
monitors are needed. To run bigger 
applications, more processing power 
is needed.

INTRODUCTION 


on a screen is all very well, but you 
can hardly carry a screen into the next 
office. Most computers come with a 
printer port as standard, so it is simply 
a matter of choosing a printer and get¬ 
ting a cable made up to connect it. If 
there is no printer port, you’ll need a 
board. That comes later on. 

Printers fall into four categories — dot 
matrix, daisywheel, laser and 
specialist. 

Dot matrix printers are the workhor¬ 
ses of the industry, and the most com¬ 
mon. The print head consists of a 
matrix of needles, and a character is 
printed by firing the pins in a combina¬ 
tion which forms the shape of the 
character at the ribbon which makes 
the mark on the page. 

The number of pins in the head deter¬ 
mines the letter quality. Twenty-four- 
pin heads are the best you can get, 
with nine-pin heads the norm. 

The normal print quality of dot matrix 
printers does look like a computer prin¬ 
tout, but their main feature is speed, 
measured in characters per second 
(cps). 160 cps is quite common. 

In addition, most dot matrix printers 
have a slower. Near Letter Quality 
(NLQ) mode. This overprints each 
character several times, to give better 


quality, but at a quarter of the printing 
speed. 

There are two other important con¬ 
siderations in the printer world. The 
first is the width of the paper that can 
be printed on. Screens display lines of 
80 characters, so most printers print 
out 80 columns. For spreadsheets and 
other applications requiring wider prin¬ 
touts, a 136 column printer may be 
necessary. 

Consider the character sets available 
too. A printer is programmed to print a 
particular character set or sets, as well 
as graphics. Most have an IBM-com¬ 
patible character set. To get underlin¬ 
ing, bold characters, italics and so on, 
special commands are sent from the 
computer. A printer driver, installed on 
the computer, translates what’s on the 
screen to the code for the printer. It is 
vital that the software you use has the 
appropriate driver for the printer you 
choose. 

For high quality printing, the 
daisywheel printer has been the tradi¬ 
tional choice. A daisywheel uses a 
spoked disk, with each character 
moulded at the end of the spokes. The 
disk is spun until the character is 
above the printer ribbon, where it is 
pressed against the ribbon, and the 


character is printed. Daisywheels are 
slow and noisy, but give typewriter 
quality printing. 

Flowever, laser printers are usurping 
the role of the daisywheel. These work 
on the same principles as a 
photocopier, and have the advantages 
of being very fast (eight pages a 
minute is common), almost silent, 
equally good at graphics and text, and 
giving almost typeset quality output. 
They’re expensive, but prices are com¬ 
ing down, and they are top of the 
buying list for many organizations. 

Specialist printers include printers to 
do colour work, plotters and label 
printers. Colour printers are based on 
dot matrix technology, with multi-colour 
printer ribbons. Plotters have coloured 
pens mounted in a device that moves 
over a large sheet of paper to literally 
draw out what the user has designed. 
Label printers are able to print off large 
runs of labels at high speed. 

Buying a printer is then a matter of 
balancing cost, print quality and speed. 
You’ll find a full listing of printers and 
specifications in this directory. 

There are some other peripherals to 
consider when you buy a printer. To 
keep the noise down, there are printer 
blimps.

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ters or letters and envelopes, sheet 
feeders enable two or more types of 
paper to be fed into a printer while a 
collater keeps different sheets separate 
when they are printed out. Printer 
stands make sure that long printer out- 
puts don’t end up in a tangle on the 
floor. There are devices which enable 
a number of printers to be connected 
to the one computer or network. Final¬ 
ly, printer buffers store data coming 
from the computer, so that the printer 
can keep on printing while the com¬ 
puter is doing something else. 



Expanded disk storage is another fre¬ 
quent requirement for a computer sys¬ 
tem. Restricted just to floppy disks, 
business users soon tire of continually 
having to insert disks, and keep track 
of what data is on what disks. The 
simplest solution is to install a hard 
disk. Hard disks hold the equivalent of 
many floppies. A 20MByte hard disk, 
for example, stores as much as 50 
360K floppy disks. Data is accessed 
faster, and several applications can be 
stored on the hard disk, for instant use. 

The greater the capacity of the hard 
disk, the greater the cost. 20MBytes is 
usually enough for a single user, but if 
you are running a large number of ap¬ 
plications, or have huge amounts of 
data, you may need more. Hard disks 
as small as 5MBytes can also be 
bought. 

You’ll also find optional tape storage 
units available. The idea of tape 
storage is that it is used to back-up 
data, if a hard disk breaks down, the 
data on it may be lost. With a back-up 
tape, all your data will be safe. Tapes 
can store from upwards of lOMBytes, 
at high speed. Often they are com¬ 
bined with a hard disk unit. 

The other mass storage option to con¬ 
sider is compact disk. Compact disks 
are read only, meaning that data can 
be read from them, not written to them. 
But, if you install a CD drive in your 
PC, you’ll be able to get compact disks 
that store dictionaries, encyclopaedias 
and other such information that does 
not date. It is an emerging technology, 
and one to keep an eye on. 

Boards 

Installing a hard disk means installing 
a hard disk controller. This is a board 
that occupies one of the expansion 
slots of the PC and can control one or 
more hard disks. The hard disk itself 
slots in one of the disk drive compart¬ 
ments of the PC, possibly replacing 


one of the floppy drives if there are 
only two disk drive compartments. 

There is an alternative. Hard disks 
that are small enough to sit on a board 
in an expansion slot are available. That 
means you can have a hard disk drive 
and still keep two floppies. 

Another category of board is the 
memory board. This extends the inter¬ 
nal memory (RAM) of the PC, up to 
the maximum that the machine can 
cope with. In fact, a new generation 
of these boards is available that ex¬ 
pands the usable memory beyond the 
machine limit, way up to 2MBytes. 
Only certain software, such as Lotus 
1 2-3 can take advantage of the 

‘above board’ memory, but for power 
users, it is one way to speed up 
processing. 

Speeding up processing is also pos¬ 
sible with accelerator boards. These 
have chips that double the speed of 
the CPU. And, to boost number crunch¬ 
ing performance, there is also the op¬ 
tion of adding a maths co-processor to 
the computer. This handies numerical 
data, leaving the main CPU to carry on 
with the rest of a program. 

For XT and compatible computers, a 
number of manufactures have boards 
that turn the XT into an AT, by provid¬ 
ing an 80286 processor, if your PC is 
getting a bit long in the tooth, this is 
one way to give it a new lease of life. 

Boards are not difficult to install. Take 
the casing off the computer, slot the 
board into its slot, remove a rear slot 
cover if the board has external outlets, 
and re-assembie the computer. Any 
user should be able to do it. And, if 
you find yourself running out of slots, 
you could always buy an expansion 
chassis. This occupies one slot, but 
turns that one slot into many. 

An important area of board 
peripherals is related to graphics and 
display. In the IBM world, there is 


monochrome display (standard on 
most PCs), and three levels of colour 
graphics. They are described as CGA 
(Colour Graphics Adaptor), EGA (En¬ 
hanced Graphics Adaptor) and PGA 
(Professional Graphics Adaptor). Each 
in turn has higher resolution, so is 
able to show more detail, and more 
colours, and the level you settle will 
depend on whether you want to do 
simple charting or complex colour 
design work. Software packaging will 
indicate which graphics standard a 
graphics package is written for. 

There are graphics boards to cope 
with all three colour graphic standards. 
To match them, you’ll need the right 
type of monitor. Top of the line PGA 
monitors are the most expensive, but 
give the best quality. EGA monitors are 
good compromise between quality and 
cost, while CGA monitors are the base 
units. 

The size of the monitor affects price 
too. The most common size is 13 in¬ 
ches, measured diagonally across the 
picture tube. Things to consider are 
the quality of the image, the number 
of controls on the monitor, and 
whether it has such things as a mov¬ 
able stand. 

In the monochrome world, green 
screen and amber screen monitors are 
the standard. It is a matter of personal 
choice as to which you settle on, and 
prices are much the same. Again, base 
your buying decision on image quality, 
screen size and controls. 

These are some of the considerations 
to take into account when choosing the 
more commonly used peripherals. Com¬ 
munications peripherals are dealt with 
in a separate chapter. 

There is also a whole range of other 
peripherals in this Guide for you to con¬ 
sider. if you need something for 
specialist purposes, make sure you get 
some expert advice first.

What effect will the recent IBM launches produce? What 
else is in store? Kester Cranswick investigates. 


The Personal System/2 computers con¬ 
firm the two historic trends that have 
threaded their way through the multi¬ 
tude of developments and products. 
The first is that computing power is get¬ 
ting less expensive year by year. The 
second is that users are able to take 
advantage of all the power offered to 
them, and more. 

The cost of computer power is an im¬ 
mediately obvious phenomenon. PCs 
may not appear any cheaper in dollar 
terms than they were two years ago, 
but what you get for those dollars is 
considerably more. And, don’t forget 
that the 1987 dollar is not the same as 
the 1985 dollar. 

Recently, a number of super budget 
PCs have been launched on the 
market. The trend began with unknown 
micros from Taiwan, but has been 
given credibility by the entry of the 
Amstrad PC, and even more recently, 
by new releases from companies such 
as Hyundai, Tandy, Commodore and 
Imagineering. 

These ultra-budget PCs offer XT 
compatibility and specifications for 
well under $2,000. That price may in¬ 
clude a monitor too. Now the average 
businessman almost can buy a PC 
out of petty cash! That is going to 
substantially devalue installed PCs, 
and put the fear of God into makers 
who have had the low end of the 
market to themselves, but it is just 
the latest round in the battle to get 
the computer down to a price 
everyone can afford. 

At the top end of the market, that 
trend is present too. The aim has 
been to produce an affordable PC/AT 
compatible. But IBM has changed the 
rules of the game, with its new 
micros, discontinuing the AT and sell¬ 
ing it off at around $6,000. Other IBM 
models have had similar 30% plus 
drops in price. This will hit up-market 
compatible makers hard. 

The main decision for buyers now is 
whether to go the new IBM Personal 
System/2 route, or stick with the pre¬ 
vious, but well established models, if 
you take the latter path, the longer you

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in the price equation, unless you are 
after a specialised computer. 

Yet, with all these cost reductions, 
there is still a big market for high spec 
micros. The so-called power-user is 
rapidly learning to use all the computer 
power available to him or her, and con¬ 
tinually asking for more. 

What is more? Well, faster processing 
and disk access means less time spent 
at the keyboard. Better graphics 
means more applicability of the PC in 
such areas as cad/cam (computer 
aided design and manufacture) and 
graphics. More disk storage means big¬ 
ger files. 

We are rapidly coming to the limits of 
growth of 16-bit, 80286 hardware. With 
an upper limit on RAM of 640K, with 


the limitations of a 16-bit address bus, 
with no way to carry out multi-tasking 
and multi-user applications, the 1986 
PC is looking increasingly unlikely to 
meet the demands of the 1990 user. 

IBM’s new operating system should 
change all that, if it catches on. 
Though it won’t be available until next 
year, it promises to remove the 640K 
RAM barrier, allow multi-tasking, speed 
up network data flow through the use 
of a 32-bit data bus, support the 80386 
chip set, run existing DOS applications 
and have a graphical user interface. 

We have entered the realm of the 32- 
bit micro. The race is between the two 
leading chip manufacturers — Intel and 
Motorola. Intel chips have been at the 
heart of the PC, compatibles, and its 
80386 chip is the basis of the next 
generation of PCs. Motorola has been 
making the Macintosh chip, and has 


been treading the 32-bit path for con¬ 
siderably longer. 

At present, with the release of the 
new Macintosh hardware. Motorola has 
the edge. Intel’s chip still lacks an 
operating system that will bring out its 
potential. OS/2 may be the solution, 
but a lot of development work must be 
expended by applications developers. 

What does 32-bit mean to the user? 
Basically, a more powerful computer. 
The new generation micros will be 
many times faster than the fastest of 
today’s machines. They will be able to 
address much greater areas of RAM, 
and support more disk storage. They 
will have far superior graphics, less ar¬ 
cane user interfaces, and represent as 
big a breakthrough as the PC was over 
the CP/M machines that preceded it. 

With 32-bit, we will also enter the 
world of multi-tasking and multi- user 
systems. This is where office comput¬ 
ing earns its stripes. 

Until now, too many PCs have 
operated as stand alone devices, with 
users duplicating tasks, having to ex¬ 
change disks and each doing things in 
their own way. True, there have been 
networks available, but the general 
opinion of networks to date is that they 
work, but only when no great demands 
are placed on them. 

A 32-bit micro will be a true network¬ 
ing machine, it will be able to run 
several jobs at once, using data from a 
central file server, and interacting with 
other PCs in the office. 

And, because 32-bit machines are so 
much more powerful, the applications 
running on them will be able to be 
more sophisticated. For more on that, 
see our software directory. 

Networking — that is the key to the 
office of the future. Already, some in¬ 
dustry pundits are predicting that the 
stand alone PC will be as old 
fashioned as the typewriter by the end 
of the decade. 

The PC industry is on the verge of 
being able to build networks that will 
make the mini computers found in so 
many offices redundant. The ad¬ 
vantages of networked PCs, over 
departmental processors, is that the 
network can be expanded incremental¬ 
ly, and does not have a high unit cost. 
There will be a far greater range of 
software to choose from, and the com¬ 
puters will have friendlier user inter¬ 
faces. Finally, users who are accus¬ 
tomed to the PC will feel right at home, 
with the hardware and the software, it 
ail adds up to a great future for the 32- 
bit PC. 

There's another area of the market 
that is worth pointing out here. The first

tion colour is getting more and more af¬ 
fordable. That means better software 
can be run. Couple that with cus¬ 
tomised graphics chips and we are in 
for some stunning applications. 

Storage technology is evolving rapidly 
too, particularly in the field of optical 
disks. These are able to store vast 
quantities of data, and are far more 
robust than magnetic disks. At present, 


they can only be written to once, but 
laser disks which can be used as mag¬ 
netic disks are at present on the 
horizon. These disks wil be able to 
store pictures as well as data, so the 
day when a computer can show movie 
quality pictures is not far off. 

Another area to watch out for is 
speech interfaces. So far, the technol¬ 
ogy has been far from perfect, but IBM 
has an experimental system with a 
20,000 word vocabulary. It is now only 
a matter of time before a computer 
user will be able to talk to his or her 
micro, instead of using the keyboard, 
and will be able to get a verbal 
response. 

As each year goes by, the impos¬ 
sible gets a little closer. And, as each 
goal is achieved, new goals appear 
in the distance. Computers are still in 
their infancy, but have come so far in 
a few decades that it is difficult to dis¬ 
believe any company which says it 
has come up with something that is 
only a dream in the minds of the 
users. Where we’ll be in a year’s 
time is anbody’s guess, but it is cer¬ 
tain to be a lot further down the track 
than we can imagine.

This chapter deals with ‘intelligent’ 
devices that actually process informa¬ 
tion, i.e. computers themselves. 

The Personal Computers section 
forms the bulk of this chapter, and like 
the rest of this Guide, concerns itself 
with single user systems. This is the 
time when the dream of Apple Com¬ 
puter’s founder, that a computer could 
be small enough for one person to 
own, is probably just about complete. 
Laptop systems, some weighing as lit¬ 
tle as 3kg, some with 20Mb of hard 
disk mounted internally appear along 
with 32-bit systems capable of address¬ 
ing 16Mb of memory, 300Mb of disk 
and performing up to two million in¬ 
structions per second. 

The IBM PC/XT/AT series and their 


compatibles dominate this part of the 
market. The respectability of that or¬ 
ganisation ensures a huge number of 
users, software writers, and almost to¬ 
tally compatible ‘clones’. Manufacturers 
who designed machines with more 
powerful processors and who use 
'point to’ and ‘puli down’ menus, like 
Apple and Commodore (with the 
Amiga), are now offering IBM com¬ 
patibility in one form or another. 

IBM, however, is ail set to change the 
game. The range of Personal Systems 
from IBM has a more powerful architec¬ 
ture which can take full advantage of 
the large memories and mass storage 
devices. At the moment they run MS- 
DOS and are fully multitasking, but 
with the release of Operating system 2 


the larger models will become multi¬ 
user as well. (Xenix on an AT already 
allows 3 users). 

Developments like this are blurring 
the line between a personal computer 
specifically designed for one person 
and multi-user systems which handle a 
number of workstations. Networking 
personal computers offers one method 
of sharing resources but each user’s 
processing is still done by their own 
PC. 

In a multi-user system the processing 
may be handled totally, or in part, by 
the central computer to which the 
workstations are attached. These sys¬ 
tems are listed in the multi-user micro 
section of this chapter. 

Most of the multi-user systems 
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listed are Unix based systems. The 
Unix operating system is discussed 
in more detail in the APC Buyers 
Guide to Software, but worth mention¬ 
ing is that it was designed complete¬ 
ly by Bell Laboratories to be an effi¬ 
cient, sensible multi-user operating 
system for use in program develop¬ 
ment at their own laboratories. Unix 
has many friends but is not famous 
for being easy to use. But then, 
neither is MS-DOS. 

There are some machines in this sec¬ 
tion which run a proprietary operating 
system exclusive to their own family. 
This is becoming less common as the 
science of linking computers progres¬ 
ses, causing a system which cannot 
share information to become a liability. 
It will be interesting to see how long 
before the first Unix comes along for 
the new IBM range. 

This chapter also includes small pock¬ 
et computers which are just a little 
more sophisticated than a program¬ 
mable calculator and are often used to 
collect data and perform rudimentary 
analysis in the field. Many of these can 
be brought back to the office and the 
data in them downloaded to a larger 
computer. 

Last, and least centrally, are the 


workstations that attach to the multi¬ 
user micros. Some of them are little 
more than a video display and 
keyboard with enough electronics to 
remind the central computer that 
they exist. Others are complete com¬ 
puters with full processing power but 
little or no storage capacity. They 
share the storage of the network or 
central computer to which they are 
attached. 

As workstations are primarily bought 
for a particular function, such as data 
entry or graphics, we have noted their 
functional 

characteristics rather than their 
processing power. The manufacturer’s 
description generally indicates its de¬ 
gree of sophistication. 

Terminals are essentially what the 
name implies — the end of a cable. 
Workstations are generally slightly 
more independent. 

Under the description of each 
machine appear configuration 

details provided to us by the supplier. 
Their meanings are as follows: 

CPU: processor used. 

Op Sys: standard operating system 
provided. More than one generally indi¬ 
cates a choice. 

Memory: the standard memory 


provided, if a second figure is given it 
is usually the maximum installable 
without memory expansion boards. But 
please check this with the vendor. 

D’tte: diskette drives supplied in stand¬ 
ard configuration. 

Hard disk: capacity of the machine. 
The description generally details what 
is standard. 

Display Format: the display adaptor 
provided or the columns x rows text for¬ 
mat. 

Monitor: the monitor provided as 
standard. 

No. Function Keys: programmable 
function keys. 

S’ware included: software included in 
the price of the machine. 

Ports: Parallel (if one or more 
Centronics/parallel is standard) and/or 
RS232 (if one or more RS232/serial 
port(s) is standard). 

Price: the retail price of the standard 
configuration at the time of going to 
press. 

Where any of these items are not in¬ 
cluded in the standard configuration, 
where a computer has no hard disk 
capacity or where no information was 
provided, then no entry appears. If a 
machine interests you it is worth check¬ 
ing these details with the supplier.

Boards 



The electronics of a connputer is 
nnounted ainnost totally on printed cir¬ 
cuit boards. The main board (mother¬ 
board) carries the central processor 
(cpu), the main memory (on board 
RAM) and the keyboard and screen 
control functions. Electronics for any 
extra functions must somehow be at¬ 
tached to the motherboard. Many com¬ 
puters provide internal sockets (expan¬ 
sion slots) for specially designed 
boards to plug into. This provision is 
known as open architecture. 

One very common function provided 
by these add on boards is extra 
memory. The Memory Expansion 
Board section contains about 30 list¬ 
ings all covering boards which are ex¬ 
clusively devoted to 

this purpose. Unfortunately there is 
an upper limit to how much memory 
any processor can access, so you can¬ 
not add memory indefinitely. 

The circuitry on the motherboard 
provides the basic screen control. It 
sends information from the keyboard 
there, forms the characters and 
provides scrolling, cursor control and 
other familiar screen functions. To dis¬ 
play graphics, more sophisticated con¬ 
trol of the screen is necessary than to 
display characters. Graphics adaptors 
have become very common and many 
suppliers now include them in the price 
of the computer, a few formats having 
become established standards. The 
Colour Graphics Adaptor (CGA) dis¬ 
plays 640 X 200 pixels in 2 colours or 
320 X 200 in 4 colours. The Enhanced 
Graphics Adaptor (EGA) displays 640 
X 350 pixels in 4 or 16 colours (depend¬ 
ing on the memory and the type of 
board) and many manufacturers’ EGA 
cards will also display CGA formats. 

The Hercules Graphics Card displays 
720 X 348 pixels in black and white. 
There are variations on the basic Her¬ 
cules Card that provide colour EGA 
and CGA formats as well. While these 
are the most common display formats 
there are a multitude of others, some 
offering resolutions up to 1024 x 800 
pixels. 

Naturally the monitor has to be 
capable of displaying the information 
you send to it. Many suppliers now 
bundle a graphics card and a monitor 
together. If you are thinking of buying a 


monitor you should keep this in mind. 

Most applications and operating sys¬ 
tems date everything you do with a 
date or time stored in the system. 
Each time you turn the system on you 
have to enter the date and time unless 
a battery powered clock is installed to 
keep track while the computer is 
turned off. Boards providing this func¬ 
tion are listed in the clocks/calendars 
section. 

There are a number of boards which 
could provide faster operation for your 
computer. Most of these have a 
microprocessor on them which is faster 
than the one on the motherboard and 
which takes over ail or some of the 
cpu’s functions. 

Boards can also be purchased to 
provide a totally different processor so 
that your computer can run the operat¬ 
ing system and applications designed 
for a quite different computer to your 
own. These boards have been col¬ 
lected together in the Accelerator/CPU 
section of this chapter. 

Electronics to drive hard disks or 
other storage devices are often sup¬ 
plied with the disk drive itesif. But this 
is not 

always the case and manufacturers 
have also made boards for driving 
more than one disk for installing drives 
not designed for the computer. An ex¬ 
ample of this is a board to install an 
AT compatible 1.2Mb floppy in an XT. 
These boards appear In the disk con¬ 
trollers section of the chapter. 

For a computer to communicate with 
external devices some sort of link be¬ 
tween the two machines is needed. 


This is usually provided via plugs 
(ports) in the rear of the machine. 
Some computers have ports directly at¬ 
tached to the motherboard. They will 
probably be horizontally positioned 
near the bottom at the rear of the 
machine. 

Boards carrying extra ports can be in¬ 
serted should you need them. Some of 
these are specifically for printers. 
These appear in the Printer Adaptor 
section of this chapter. Other ports for 
communicating with a multitude of 
devices (joysticks, modems) or Local 
Area Networks appear in the 
Serial/Parallel Ports section. There are 
also boards designed to interface with 
specific devices. Many of these provide 
interfaces for converting various electri¬ 
cal signals for processing on the com¬ 
puter. 

Prototyping boards allowing 
electronics designers to build and test 
their own boards appear in the 
Prototyping section and a range of 
boards including some voice control¬ 
lers and security devices appear in the 
general section. 

Boards which provide more than one 
of the functions outlined above appear 
in the opening section of this chapter. 
There is a very competitive market in 
multifunction boards, most providing a 
fairly standard combination of extra 
memory, ports, serial/parallel ports and 
a battery backed clock/calendar. Un¬ 
less you have a specific need for a lot 
of ports or memory expansion, one of 
these boards may offer an inexpensive 
solution to increasing the capability of 
your system.

INTRODUCTION 


Printers and 
Plotters 


Without doubt, laser printers are the 
big area of expansion in the printer 
market. They meet the requirements 
for fast letter quality printing, about 6 to 
8 pages per minute, and also combine 
nicely with two proliferating areas of 
software, graphics and desktop publish¬ 
ing. 

They are still three or four times the 
price of a daisywheel printer or good 
quality dot matrix printer but they are 
moving into the office market in a big 
way. There are still some limitations. 
Laser printers an only accept limited 
paper sizes and they cannot print con¬ 
tinuously for too many hours. These 
problems will no doubt be overcome as 
demand for them increases. 

Daisywheel printers are still a relative¬ 
ly inexpensive method of getting letter 
quality print, but are incredibly slow 
compared to some of the new printing 
devices being produced. It is interest¬ 
ing that a very small number of sup¬ 
pliers have actually listed daisywheel 
printers with us, suggesting that they 
are, perhaps, pushing their other lines 
instead. 

Engineers and other Computer Aided 
Design users need high quality plotters 
and these are getting very sophisti¬ 
cated indeed. 

Resolutions of 0.0125mm are not un¬ 


common. Many of these plotters can 
send a pen to a point within one resolu¬ 
tion and once there can move about 
with a different degree of accuracy. 
These are respectively, the addressing 
or positioning resolution and the draw¬ 
ing resolution. Colour is usually ob¬ 
tained by the use of multiple pens. 

For some applications requiring 
colour, a colour dot matrix printer may 
be sufficient: Resolutions are as high 
as four hundred dots an inch 
(.0625mm) in some dot matrix printers. 
Please refer to the article about 
peripherals at the beginning of this 
Guide where this subject is dealt with 
in more detail. 

There are a large number of 
software utilities for driving your dot 
matrix further, providing it with propor¬ 
tional spacing, large numbers of fonts 
and graphics capabilities. You will 
find a number of these software 
utilities listed in the companion direc¬ 
tory, the APC Buyers Guide to 
Software. They are part of a general 
movement toward better presentation 
that also takes in the desktop publish¬ 
ing and form design packages. 

With a laser printer, a whole page 
is designed at once; fonts are 
created, proportional spacing per¬ 
formed and any graphics mapped out 


at the same time. This is under the 
control of a page description stand¬ 
ard. Many entries in the Laser 
Printers and Plotters section refer to 
the page description or graphics lan¬ 
guages supported. A postscript 
printer, for example, the Apple 
LaserWriter, is one that designs the 
page under the control of the 
Postscript language. 

In a busy office simply printing huge 
volumes of paper may only be the 
beginning of a large job. All the 
various parts of a print run have to 
be collated, sorted and put into en¬ 
velopes or filed away. There are 
devices that attach to printers to as¬ 
sist in this type of function. 

Many types of paper feeders are 
available. For example, some allow 
the word processing document to 
specify that it wants letterhead on 
page one and plain paper for all the 
other pages. Bursters deal with multi¬ 
ple copy stationery, decollators with 
continuous stationery, separating the 
sheets and pages respectively. 

Also in this section there are 
devices which allow you to attach a 
printer to your system not designed 
for it. These are well worth looking at 
if a printer that is not compatible with 
your computer interests you.

INTRODUCTION 


Monitors 


The evolution of word processing and 
large online data entry systems has 
brought the problems of working in 
front of a ‘television set’ all day into 
prominence. Ergonomics is now an in¬ 
dustry in its own right and while many 
ergonomic problems concern the 
positioning and layout of the keyboard, 
monitors have had to take a fair 
amount of flak. Amongst other things 
they have been accused of increasing 
the rate of miscarriages in pregnant 
users. They are certainly the cause of 
eyestrain and headaches for many 
users, the basic problem being that our 
eyes are designed for looking at ob¬ 
jects rather than screen-based graphic 
representations. There are three basic 
problems. Computer images are made 
up of small dots which force our eyes 
and mind to work quite hard, recogniz¬ 
ing the patterns which they are sup¬ 
posed to represent. The more dots 
used to make up the pattern the easier 
this task is which is why screen resolu¬ 
tion (the number of dots per inch) is 
such an important consideration. 

Screen resolutions are steadily in¬ 
creasing but high resolution monitors 
are still expensive. While you may not 


wish to pay thousands of dollars just 
for the monitor at each of your data 
entry terminals it is a worthwhile invest¬ 
ment to make where any application re¬ 
quires screen-intensive work. 

Most monitors are video based and 
made up of rapidly pulsing signals. Any 
variation or flickering of the image is im¬ 
mediately disturbing. This can be espe¬ 
cially obvious when the information on 
the screen moves (is scrolled). A lot of 
work has gone into eliminating ‘flicker’ 
on screen displays and may be hand¬ 
led by the graphics adaptor board in¬ 
side the computer or the electronics in 
the monitor itself, it is certainly worth 
paying a little extra for. 

The third, most difficult problem is 
that video and gas plasma displays 
emit light. This makes intensive use of 
them rather like staring at a light bulb 
all day. Liquid crystal displays do not 
emit light but so far are not capable of 
the resolutions required to make them 
easy to read. A quite different, com¬ 
promise solution pioneered by Apple 
with the Macintosh is to have the 
characters or graphics appearing in 
black on a white background, allowing 
the brightness to be turned down con¬ 


siderably. More software is appearing 
which employs this technique and a 
range of ‘paperwhite’ monitors is avail¬ 
able to facilitate this. 

The best resolutions are available on 
monochrome monitors. Some applica¬ 
tions require colour and simple text 
based applications may be considerab¬ 
ly enhanced with coloured warning 
messages and highlighting. Monitors 
which can switch between colour and 
monochrome modes are only capable 
of the colour mode’s resolution and are 
always more difficult to read than dedi¬ 
cated monochrome screens. 

\for applications like word processing 
a monochrome monitor is probably 
best, for applications where responding 
to signals from the computer or where 
colour is desirable a colour or switch- 
able monitor may be most suited. For 
any application where the screen must 
be studied, such as graphics, the 
highest resolution possible should be 
provided and if colour is required as 
well this might be quite expensive. 
Monitors with resolutions greater than 
800 X 400 dots have been listed in the 
High Resolution Monitor section of this 
chapter.

Mass storage 
devices 


Like microchips and the computers 
that contain them, mass storage 
devices have shrunk radically and at 
the same time increased their 
capacity many times over. It took 
many years in the laboratory to 
produce a commercially viable mag¬ 
netic disk but that w/as the beginning 
of the revolution. 

Now/, 20 million characters can be 
stored on a disk cartridge small 
enough to fit into a trouser pocket. The 
3i/2" diskette can now/ hold 1 Megabyte 
of data and has a hard case and clos¬ 
ing cover so it can safely be carried 
around in a shirt pocket. 

The shrinking size of mass storage 
devices has meant that more of them 
can fit inside a computer. A 3kg laptop 
containing 20Mb of hard disk is pos¬ 
sible and a number of add-on boards 
carry a 20Mb hard disk on the board. 
External hard disk drives which sit 


under the computer and allow the hard 
disk packs to be removed and stored 
away are available as well as tape 
backup on small tape cartridges which 
hold 60Mb of data. 

All of these devices are magnetic. 
Stray magnetic effects like radiation, 
strong electric currents or the earth’s 
magnetic field can cause the deteriora¬ 
tion of information stored on any of 
these devices. Optical storage over¬ 
comes this. 500 megabytes of informa¬ 
tion can be stored optically on a stand¬ 
ard 3i/2- diskette, for ever. This disk 
can be buried, dug up, and subjected 
to as much magnetism as you like and 
the information will still be accurately 
stored. 

This means that the information is 
permanent and cannot be changed 
at will. This would make it perfect, 
for example, for applications currently 
using microfiche or microfilm as a 


permanent storage method. Huge 
databases can be distributed on 
these CD-ROM disks and updated 
by the re-issuing of disks. Drives are 
now available which allow you to 
write to these disks but it will be 
some time before a standard format 
for these ‘Write Once Read Many 
Times' (WORM) drives is established. 

Japanese and American storage 
devices still have the reputation for 
reliability but the reputation of other 
Asian countries is improving — Japan, 
for instance, is moving much of its 
manufacturing offshore. The 3i/2" dis¬ 
kette is going to be the new standard. 
It has been used on the Macintosh for 
nearly five years now and Is the stand¬ 
ard drive on the new IBM machines. Its 
hard case with the closing lid makes 
the data much safer and 51/4" disket¬ 
tes will soon be as uncommon as the 
8" ones are now.

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INTRODUCTION 


Input Devices 


Giving information to a computer was 
once as simple as feeding a stack of 
punched cards into a hopper and press¬ 
ing a button. Now that more people 
spend more time at the computer other 
forms of input device make it easier to 
feed it instructions, such as keyboards, 
mice, joysticks, barcode readers, 
digitizers and light pens. Each of these 
input devices must be ergonomically 
designed so that it doesn’t cause dis¬ 
comfort to the user. 

The keyboard is the most widespread 
form of direct input. Most keyboards 
are based on the standard QWERTY 
typewriter keyboard but have been 
provided with extra keys for numeric 
data entry, cursor control, interrupting 
the computer, sending it special instruc¬ 
tions and allowing single key entry of 
commonly used commands. While the 
basic alphabetic keys remain in the 
same place on most computers these 
special keys appear in a variety of posi¬ 
tions around the keyboard. Most sup¬ 


pliers have not listed their keyboard as 
a separate item as keyboards are often 
not compatible from one machine to 
another, usually supplied standard with 
the computer. 

For graphics applications a mouse or 
digitizer performs the function of track¬ 
ing the movement of the hand. Most 
mice use a ball to sense movement 
and while very high resolutions are pos¬ 
sible with these mice a digitizer tablet 
records exactly where the pen or 
mouse is. They still have limitations as 
far as resolution is concerned but are 
not prone to what is known as ‘drift’. 
You can lift your hand off the digitizer 
tablet and when you put it down again 
its position is accurately recorded. 
They are expensive but very useful for 
graphic design. 

Games, especially the ‘move and fire’ 
type, are best played with joysticks: the 
computer’s response to the cursor pad 
is far too slow. They are priced to suit 
the game market but useful for very lit¬ 


tle else. 

There are many other ways to feed in¬ 
formation to a computer. Some of the 
more common devices are listed in the 
Miscellaneous section of this chapter. 
Scanners read a photograph or visual 
image and record it as information for 
a graphics package. They are not 
cheap but provide access to unlimited 
images for use as computer graphics. 
The format in which they record the 
data must be matched to the needs of 
the graphics package. Barcode readers 
and voice input devices also appear in 
this section. 

There are a variety of other products 
for collecting data automatically, ranging 
from a time card processor which clock 
employees on and off the job to general 
purpose data acquisition devices.

There are readers who turn straight to 
the miscellaneous section of a directory 
like this to see what wierd and wonderful 
products have not been able to find a 
place elsewhere. Should you be one of 
them, the Other Peripherals section of 
this chapter is for you. It contains a few 
expansion chassis and various interface 
devices. There is a peripheral each for 
the Macintosh and the Amiga to allow 
them to run MS-DOS applications. 
Some devices which nearly made it here 
but have gone elsewhere are voice input 
devices (Other Input Devices sec- 
tion)and a mass storage device which 
stores coded information on paper 
(Other input and Mass Storage).

This will have 
one or more RS-232C or parallel ports 
on the back, and enables your PC to 
talk to other computers, printers, mice 
and modems. Many manufacturers 
combine a communications board with 
other functions too. For instance, a 
clock, to automatically date and time 
files, or allow computerised diaries to 
be run, is a common feature of multi¬ 
function boards. 

Closely allied to the communica¬ 
tions board is a board that comes 
with a built-in modem. A modem is 
a device that turns digital data into 
signals that can be squirted down a 
telephone line. A modem at the 
other end turns these signals back 
into digital data. Modems are there¬ 
fore essential if two computers not 
connected by a cable are to com¬ 
municate. 

Modems are defined by the rate at 
which they send data. The unit of 
measurement is the Baud, with one 
Baud being one bit per second. 300 
Baud modems are the most basic and 
least expensive. Modems that send 
data at 1200 Baud are now quite com¬ 
mon, while 2400 Baud modems are be¬ 
coming more popular every year. The 
fastest commercial modems send data 
at 19200 Baud. To use Viatel and 
other videotex services, you’ll need a 
1200/75 Baud modem, sending data at 
75 Baud, and receiving it at 1200 Baud. 

Having the modem on a plug-in card 
avoids having another black box at¬ 
tached to the computer, and the cost of 
a cable. An external modem can ob¬ 
viously be used by more than one com- 
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puter, though there is no difference in 
operation. 

When buying a modem, get one that 
has all the Baud rates you are likely to 
need. A 300, 1200 and videotex should 
cover all that. It is also advantageous 
to have a ‘smart’ modem. Such a 
modem recognizes the now standard 
‘AT’ commands which enable a com¬ 
puter to automatically have the modem 
dial a number, answer a call, change 
settings, hang up and so on. ‘Dumb’ 
modems mean you, the user, have to 
flip switches, dial numbers and mess 
around. 

Allied to communications boards are 
networking boards, allowing different 
computers to be linked together, using 
a number of different standards. 

There are many ways to network 
micros, and if you want to get into net¬ 
working, you’ll need to explore the 
Local Area Network (LAN) scene. It re¬ 
quires a combination of software and 
peripherals, terminals and controllers. 

In its simplest form, a networking 
board will let your PC act as a terminal 
to a mainframe computer, linked to the 
mainframe network controller. You will 
be able to upload and download files 
for manipulation on your PC, and, with 
the right software, run mainframe ap¬ 
plications from your PC, at the same 
time as PC applications. 

An alternative this is to install an 
emulator board, that turns your PC into 
the equivalent of an intelligent terminal 
for an IBM mini or mainframe com¬ 
puter. The screen display looks like 
that of an IBM 3278/9 display station, 
and has the same functionality. Other 
emulator boards turn a PC into a con¬ 
troller that links a number of terminals 
connected to a mini or mainframe. 

To link PCs that must interchange PC 
data, a particular LAN standard is 
adopted. Popular standards are Token 
Ring, from IBM, Novell, 3Com and 
Net/One. Choosing from these options 
is a matter for engaging a consultant, 
deciding on your needs, and your 
budget, and keeping a wary eye out on 
what the future may hold. 

A file server is added to the sys¬ 
tem too, whether it be a separate 
unit, or a PC devoted to the task. 
This controls the network, who has 
access to what and so on. Each 
user runs his or her own applica¬ 
tions, and files may be stored central¬ 
ly for everyone to access. When a 
file is being accessed, it is usually 
locked so nobody else can change 
that particular piece of data at the 
same time. PCs on the network can 


also share printers and other 
peripherals. 

The third stage of networking is 
having a system that allows users to 
share the same applications. This 
means having a multi-user Operating 
System, such as Unix or Xenix, the 
communciations boards and a central 
data store. 

Networking is a complex area, but the 
peripherals exist to link your PC to al¬ 
most any IBM mainframe environment, 
or other PCs, so that a whole office 
can work together. 

There are plenty more peripherals 
too, though many are very specialized. 
Fortunately, most of us can get by 
using the types of products outlined 
above. But, if you want to interface 
your PC to a robot, or have it control 
security in a home, or make it automati¬ 
cally collect data from scientific experi¬ 
ments, have a look in the interface sec¬ 
tion of the Boards chapter. If you can¬ 
not find what you need there, asking 
enough people will usually get you a 
lead on something to help. 

Communications ; 

Softill^: 

There is a wide range of com¬ 
munications software to choose from 
too, and the field embraces stan¬ 
dalone programs, public domain 
programs and modules in other com¬ 
mercial programs. 

What communications software needs 
to do is fairly simple, it must allow you 
to alter the communications settings of 
your modem and computer, it must 
allow you to control the modem and it 
must allow you to send and receive 
files to and from a remote computer. 

Communications software can be 
very simple indeed, so much so that a 
simple Basic program can be written to 
do the job. There are also many public 
domain packages, written by en¬ 
thusiasts and hobbyists, that are avail¬ 
able through bulletin boards. 

But for the really good stuff, you must 
go to commercial software, where 
there are packages that can do every¬ 
thing in the communications world ex¬ 
cept, perhaps, talk. 

Communications modules often form 
part of an integrated package, so the 
user can ‘talk’ to another computer 
without leaving the current application. 
Some dedicated applications, such as 
word processors, are also coming with 
communications facilities as part of 
their specifications. Such modules do 


the job, but are rarely that sophisti¬ 
cated. 

The limitation on what you can do 
with communications is usually the 
modem, not the software. Most 
software will allow all the settings pos¬ 
sible on a modern modem to be used. 



There are desirable features to look 
out for. File transfer protocols is the big¬ 
gest area of divergence. If you want to 
send or receive binary files, or use a 
wide range of protocols, that is a 
software function. Text files can be 
handled by any software. Files with dif¬ 
ferent sorts of formatting, or some of 
the more obscure protocols, may not 
be handled by all software. Flowever, 
while advanced users may need to 
search out for the most versatile 
software, most users will find most 
packages meet their needs. 

Useful facilities to look out for include 
the ability to remember screens of text 
as they are received by the computer, 
macro facility, so that a single 
keystroke can initiate a sequence of 
commands, and automatic log on pro¬ 
cedures, to ease the access path. With 
such facilities, communications 
software can get very complex to use, 
but the features are worth the learning 
involved. 

Videotex software is a slightly dif¬ 
ferent animal. It needs a special Pres- 
tel character font, and must handle 
data being transmitted at two Baud 
rates. It usually doesn’t have all the 
bells and whistles of standard com¬ 
munications software, but it should 
have a facility to remember videotex 
frames. 

For communicating with mainframe 
computers, there are specialised 
programs too. These may be micro ver¬ 
sions of mainframe packages, able to 
handle the file formats of and interact 
with a mainframe application, or 
software that lets a microcomputer act 
like a terminal to a mainframe. 

Included in the communications 
software basket is also network manage¬ 
ment software. Generally, this will come 
as part of a network installation. It gives 
the facility to hang several micros off a 
single hard disk or file server, and for 
users to set up partitions in the hard disk 
for their files, it is an emerging field, and 
much of the software in this area is state 
of the art. However, if you plan to go into 
networking, make sure you study the 
market, and the standards that apply, 
verythoroughiy.
